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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argued that nowhere does Song teach that the protrusion pattern 170 is anything other than a single, continuous shape; 
furthermore, neither Fig. 17 nor Fig. 18 show any break in the continuous structure of the protrusion pattern 170. The Examiner 
disagrees because Applicant claims in claim 27 that the second orientation control element is constituted by an assembly of plural 
orientation control elements; Applicant does not claim that the second orientation control element is a plurality of separate, distinct 
elements. Moreover, as shown in Fig. 19B, which is a section view M' of Fig. 19A, and in Fig. 20B, which is a sectional view M' of Fig. 
20A, the auxiliary bank 43 (or the second orientation control element) of the present invention is a single, continuous structure without a 
break. Back to Song, Figs. 17 and 18 of Song show four domains obtained by the apertures 250 and the protrusion 170 which has plural 
orientation control elements (4 ea.) connected together (col. 11, lines 3-6). Accordingly, the protrusion 170 is constituted by an assembly 
of plural orientation control elements. Thus a prima facie of anticipation has been established against claim 27 of the present invention. 
Re claim 28, Figs. 17 and 18 of Song clearly shows that the protrusion 170 (the second orientation control element) is formed to extend 
in an outer direction from the aperture 250 (the first orientation control element) which is adjacent to the protrusion 170. Finally, Applicant 
required the Examiner to interpret the claims according to the specification of the application; however, according to MPEP 2111, 
"reading a claim in light of the specification, to thereby interpret limitations explicitly recited in the claim, is a quite different thing from 
"reading limitations of the specification into a claim," thereby narrow the scope of the claim by implicitly adding disclosed limitations 
which have no express basis in the claim." Therefore, the claims of the present invention must be given their broadest reasonable 
interpretation. 
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
